Tho progrosB 
of the work of constructing hor was 
daily chronicled in tho papers ! hor 
launch was attended with cdat, and 
sho was chrisloned the " uDO," in com* 
pllnicnt to tho number of subdcribors 
to the fund ft cm vvliich sho was built, 
ilopoatcd rcnionstrancos were uiado 
by the American Conbul at Liverpool 
and Bubsequenti^' by tho Amoricau 
Minister to tiio Court of St. James, 
Tho romonstriuices woro laid before 
tho Palmcrston Ministry- and referred 
to tho Attorney General for his opin- 
ion ; but that oflioor, unfortunately, 
waB taken ill on the very day llio com- 
plaint reached him, and did not re- 
cover from tho attack until after tho 
"290" h&d got clear off to Hoa, whoro 
Bbe received her armi'mont and was 
rechristcued tho " Alabama."

LETTER II. 
Messrs Editors ;— In my last commnoi- 

catioD addiossed lo you upon Ibia sulijoct, I 
eoDcluJed my letter u'itti tiie obacivatiou 
tbat tlio uttraotion ami feeling ia fnvor ol 
our ineorporatiru into the CoijfL'der.'ilo (iov-> 
ornment ol Cunadu, proceeded rather Irom 
the demerits of oer present Uovoriiini iit t!i;ii) 
from any iuhercDl ailvaiitngos of Conlcilcrti- 
liun. From tho disposition to ac(juie;ec! in 
the remark that any change frcni our prLseiii 
position would be for tbe belter — tbat wu 
could not bo worse governad — that Confeder- 
acy may be an improTement, and that at any 
rate it would be well to try tbe experiment. 
Thoro cannot be a question bat that this 
loose style o( reaaoning amongst a commun- 
i*.y full of donbts and uncertainties as to ihcir 
stoy amongst u?, has by many been consiii-. 
erod sufficiently near tlio mark to warrant de- 
cision upon thij matter ; and that from aucli 
an imperfaot, tbouf;hllo3s and illogical way 
of thinking is largely built up the fLoliPL,' in 
favor of Conloderation. 1 feel th.it in notic- 
iug tbe exietenca of tbia kind of feeling in 
favor of ConfederatioD knouob ia done, and 
that I need not bumiliate myself by atopp o<; 
to deal with saob fallacioua and flimsy argu- 
meotatioD. It it Is desirable for as to be a 
p rtioD of the Canadian Confederaoy, the ad- 
rantagos mast be oasod upon its own merits, 
that for us mast be tbo tost of its oscd- 
I'jnco ; the worlhlessnoBS of our own arrango- 
menlB being in the meantime put allogelher 
out of consideration. If Uonfederulion is not 
good in itself no bad government of ours will 
make it snob. At this stage of my observa- 
tions I take tho opportunity of observing 
that bad we beea salisfactorily governed, 
Ibis proposed alliance with (be remote Gov* 
crnment of Canada would never bare been 
dreampt of. That tlie egpreasion of feeling in 
favor of ii arisetfrom the Canadian element 
being active, and Jrom other portions of the 
commwiilij biinj jj :s.iive ciid not takitiij 
the trouble to offer opposition. Ono of the 
first tempting inducements in this Canadian 
Uonfedaration programmo is the boon of 
cheap or clieaper goverriuient, that wo are lo 
gel a first-rate buainrss man from Canada, 
one who knows how lo govern a uo'.v coun- 
try, at about a quarter of the salary 
paid for oar present Governor. Tbat our 
present amoant of iniiebtedness ia to be 
token over by tbo Confederate Government^ 
and tbat DOtwilhsiandiDg our large obli^a- 
tiana and their supposed email indebtedness, 
a pjeneral average wonid be made, end that 
wo of British Columbia ahould bo governed 
at the same cheap rato [)or hiad as tho Can- 
adian community. Our nltcniion is glow- 
ingly directed to what a fine thin;,' it would 
be for U9 to discover that with Confederation 
our Fourteen Hundred Thousand amount of 
indebleduTJsa was swept aWay and tiio repay" 
rasnt ot it by absorption vviili Canada so 
spread over that wo should never feel it. 
These are some of tbe templing argumeutii 
pat forward in favor of Coofederaoy and as 
i'l iuccinents for us to joio it. Though upon 
what grounds (bo;e nbo tbua address ua, and 
how far they are jusllQed in doing so, we 
are kept in tbe dark. I tbink it jast possible 
that tbo only foundation tor the?o imprcKsiou'i 
8 tbat the "wish is father to tho thou,<;lit." 
For my part I am illnalured enough lo in- 
dulge in wholesale scepticism upon tlie whole 
of the averments. What 1 find fault with 
in regard to this ConledenUo t uir.inu.-i.i is that 
there has been a prim:i f'.iac feeling in f ivor 
ol Union — a ilispo.siiioti to enterlairi a most 
favorable f pinion ol the ternia of adinis.-'ion 
and tbo advantages tbat would flow from it 
witbont any reality to warrant il. Tbat we 
liave jumped at cooolasions — tbat our con- 
duotio regard to this matter bas been puerile 
and UDWortby of as — and that we have laid 
ourselves out as a butt for ridicule to anyone 
HO dispoaod to take advantage ol us. Why 
diero ehould for one moment bo etUcrlained 
itio opinion that wo euuld nialio bo good u 
bsrgftin, financially, in onteriiig into partror- 
ship wilh our Cauadi;in brullirun, I am at ii 
lods to conceive. Why tlu'y slioiil,! rreeivi; 
us upon ecjunl terms of ) iirlnerchip wlijn 
I ur iudeble.lnuHS per hua i id ao much 
greater, and thin aflorwurds sit at the euiiui 
oaay rato of taxation as their Own people, ia 
boyond my coraprebensioo. I should b> 
very distrustful there was sometbing coming 
afterffarda that would well reoompenso them 
for suoh apparent liberality. I think the 
CioadiaBs, with their well knowti sbrcwd- 
ness, would be tho last people 00 earth that 
would make such a onb-sidcd bargain, The 
next thing figurmg on tlio Confederation [iro- 
gramme is the great financial advantagi! rc- 
aalting from the difTcrerico of salary paid to a 
Cjufedornlo Governor in contrast to tlio 
salary now paid. l!ut tlion if wc s-a.'c in tho 
ono v.ay we lo;o in the other, for Confedera- 
tion would saddle us with the coat of main-

berths for echcming politicians, aod would be 
mucli belter spent in local imprOTomenla. 
In fine, I di:po90 of ail the supposed benefits 
resuUing from Oonfederacy in the establish-' 
merit of cheap govoromeat, and the (ooiilty of 
paying off our presoDt obligations as entirely 
within our power, and onr present relations 
with Great Britain, if there was only niftni - 
foBted n disposition to put our shoaldcrs to 
tho wheel and bo determined to accomplifih 
it. If wo are going to waka up and go in 
for such a radical change as Oonfaderalion 
implies, let us be well assured that all the 
advantages arising from cheap and eflicieot 
Government can bo quite as wall secured to 
us from the old country, if we are In earnest, 
and will lake the trouble to convey in oleer 
and explioit terms the arrangements wo de- 
sirei and that we need not trouble our Cana- 
dian friends upon the matter, But there ore 
olber advantages which Confederation would 
confer upon us, whioh I am bouud to laka 
notice off. In the event of our alliance with 
Canada the Kud River settlement is lo be- 
come portion of the new Dominion of 
Canada, and communicalion by rail or wagon 
road is to bring us of British Columbia in 
comparatively close pro.iiiraity to our new 
Goicrnment, and the iinagiuntion is fliled 
wilh roptures ol admiration at tbe wonderful 
beoeQts tbat will be showered down ia oon- 
sequenco. Where the mooey is to oome 
from to accomplish all these wondetful 
things, nothing is said. One would imagine 
I hat a population of four miliions, with in- 
debtedness approximating to ono hundred 
millons of dollars, would in the raeantimQ 
have ample enough lo engage their atlontioQ 
without uny allusion lo the great boncfitg tbat 
would accrue to ua at this end of iho Confed- 
eracy, when these gigantio schemes wero 
oonsununatod. II these groat undettukinga 
were begun to morrow, what beneiit would it 
be to Ibis distant part from tbe scaoe of 
aolioo. All tbe money ciroulaled in (be 
coloDization of tbe Red River aetllement and 
tbe opening up of oommunicalion with ns, of 
British Oolambia, would bo fpent amongst 
our new Confederate connections. The only 
part reserved for us in the transaction would 
bo tho proud gratiOcation of contributing, 
tliroug-h the medium ol Federal la.vation, to - 
wards the espcusea incurred, Tho people of 
Canada, in tho uieauiimo, are in do position 
to aak us lo bo one of them, and vva are in 
no position to accept it, the proposition is 
altogother premature. Many years must 
pass uway, aod muoh mast be aooom- 
pHshcd before we oau proStably eutertain 
Iho projeot of Union in Goveinm^nl 
with Canada. Tbe hoase, so to speak, ia oot 
ready for our reception. Nay, even iho road 
to it in the ineanliine is inaccesaible. If the 
vision of a inngnifijont ond glorious (aturo 
.' ould be o'iuugh for us, this Confederate 
project would amply satisfy aod meet our ro- 
qiiircmonta; but, unfortunately, men arc too 
praciioal to bo salisfiad with anything so 
elhorial. To give consent now for Con- 
federation, and lo bo extntie over tho forth- 
coming glories of it, to bear tbe busy tramp 
of men raarobiog from Oanada westward, 
filling op tbe tremendoas obaam betwoeo 
thorn aod as with towns and villages, and 
cultivation, and a teeming popalation, with 
a great trunk railroad, diffaaing oil tbo 
benefits of cultivation, and we of British 
Columbia sharing in the advantages of it, is 
what I should dcnominale as a "Fool's 
Paradise." Uiilil bettor informed, I am dis- 
linclly opposed to our forming part of tho 
new dominion of Canada. This Confederate 
diah has been often served up to the pnblic 
in an inviting mannor,and nicely garnished ; 
but notniibstandiog tbia, I have no appetite 
or relish for it, but put it away from me ls 
being " neither fish, nor flesh, nor very good 
rid herring."
